To Aid Ohio Synthetic Plant

COLUMBUS, Ort 
12- Changes in 
United S tates Bureau

fore Ohio could qualify as a site for 
a test p lant to m ake rubbei and 
gascline from coal, S tate Geologist 
Wilber Stout asserted today. 
Ohio coal has an ash content of 
five to 14 per cent, while the B u­ 
reau of M ines has decreed the test 
p ant must be .set up in coal area 
where the ash content of the coal 
is not above three per cent, Stout 
said in an interview. 
"As nearly as I can ascertain, 
the Pocohontas field of West Vir­ 
ginia is the only area whore this 
coal I available." he added 
"If specifications were changed 
so th at coal with a six per cent 
ash content could be used, both 
eastern Ohio and th e Hocking val­ 
ley Ilelds would be possible sites.
